Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
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being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mortimore et al. The claims are directly readable on Mortimore et al in that the 
quantitative data is considered to be placed in a field other than an image field. It 
should be noted that applicant states that DICOM is the standard used in the industry to 
communicate medical files in electronic form. Mortimore et al disclose the use of a 
DICOM compatible file, see column 3, line 52, column 4, lines 39-41 , column 5, line 28. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Finger. 
The claims are directly readable on Finger in that the quantitative data is considered to 
be placed in a field other than an image field. It should be noted that applicant states 
that DICOM is the standard used in the industry to communicate medical files in 
electronic form. Finger discloses the use of a DICOM compatible file, see column 22, 
lines 47-50. 



Applicant's arguments filed 12/22/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It should be noted that applicant states that DICOM is the standard used 
in the industry to communicate medical files in electronic form. Mortimore et al and 
Finger each discloses the use of a DICOM compatible file as discussed above. 



Response to Arguments 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-27 are allowable over the prior art of record.
